close. The sugar traders had believed 
tHat the government would not con- 
tinue its investigation of-prices after 
the Federal Circuit court had denied 
its application to enjoin trading in 
raw sugar futures on the exchange. 
The reported action of the govern- 
ment took the market by surprise and 
the liquidation was general when the 
market <jlese. A "sale of 20,000 bags 
of Philippine Taw at 8:16 elivered, 
equivalent''to 6 9-8 cents c. and f. for 
Cvfcan, was made.
